M ayaay in Dunedin found collections of 
pixies, aliens, suite, flour sack dresses, 

1 950 s housewives and others winding 
their way though the central city; causing havoc 
in downtown traffic, banks, escalators, malls, 
Starbucks, the IRD and even the police station. 

It was a series of protests and disruptions that 
moved away from the annual Mayday demo 
outside McDonald's, to more diverse and 
unpredictable actions. In Starbucks, highlights 
included buying Starbucks wares with objects 
other than money (buttons, mostly) and 
protesters asking whether they could buy African 
starvation. The shop assistants answered yes. 
Anarchy cookies (vegan cookies with chocolate 
As on the top) were given to passers by and 
audiences. Activists went into banks and tried to 
open Swiss bank accounts - into malls for 
f performances in front of giant advertisements. 
While interventions at the more glaring anti¬ 
capitalist targets were interesting, more critical 
were actions at the IRD and the police station. At 
the tax office activists played in the lifts, re- 
arrangea tax forms, gave performances as office 
furniture, and generally created chaos until 
trespassed. Moving on to the Police Station, a 
'we are watching you watch us' performance 
unfolded. Activists chalked outside and on the 
building, noted down officer's details as they 
moved in and out of the building, their cars, and 
made a spectacle of surveying the suiveillants. 

The dutiful citizens then went inside the station 
asking the police if they wanted to take their 
pictures, and reported each other in. 

As one person put it 'I want resistance that is 
multiple; that challenges and dirties the 
seduction of capitalism. And I'm going to do it 
whatever way I can.'

pproximately 400 people marched on the streets of Auckland on May Day. The 
marchers came from diverse groups; with trade unions, local pressure groups 
aori activists, and political organisations of all colours & shades represented” 
inc u ing anarchists. The marchers were protesting for a variety of causes, both local and 
international. Solidarity was expressed with the current plight of the Palestinians; and anti- 
war/an ^imperialist slogans and banners were prominent. Joining in were teachers from 
the t ost-Pnmary Teachers Union, who are currently on strike. 

The march ended at the rally point of Aotea Square, next to the Auckland Town Hall Speakers 
from the labour Party, the Alliance, & the Green fcrty were heckled by parts of the crowd. 

The speaxers also included c Palestinian woman who gave a vivid account of the 
s ame u! treatment that Palestinian workers experience every day in both the occupied 
territories ana across the border in Israel. Constant harassment from Israeli soldiers and 
exploitation in the workplace were a daily occurrence for the ordinary Palestinian people.

avalanche of resistance come from? This 
story is about an international network of 
resistance to global capital. Peoples' Global 
Action (PGA). Due to its diffuse and fluid 
nature as well as not having any offices, 
paid staff, funds or bank accounts, the role of 
PGA and its link between different events 
has remained obscure. PGA had a hand in 
events such as the June 18th Global Day of 
Action which saw London's financial centre 
shut down, the "Battle of Seattle", the 
"punch up in Prague", and other World 
Trade Organisation type protests, alongside 
hundreds of other not-so-(in)famous events. 

It is a story of resistance, revolution, the 
uprising of the oppressed, and the 
celebration of humanity. That story goes a 
little like this... 




Aires, carnivalling against capitalism in 
Wellington, or even occupying a McDonald's 
in Milan...one thing was clear to everyone: 
at the end of the 20th century resistance had 
become as transnational as capital. 

As the state, transnational corporations 
and their puppets the International 
Monetary Fund and WTO impose "free 
market" policies on every country on the 
planet, putting profit and economic growth 
above all else, they are unwittingly creating 
a situation where diverse social movements 
are able to recognise each others struggles 
as related and are beginning to work 
together in new ways. 

ZAPATISTAS 

But where did this extraordinary show of 
international solidarity come from? It wasn't 
in the acid mist of Seattle's tear gas that this 
global movement was born, but in the 
humid mist of the Chiapas jungle, in 
Southern Mexico on New Years Day 1994. 
This was the day the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA) came into effect, 
a day when two thousand indigenous 
peoples from several groups came out from 
the mountains and forests. Masked, armed 
and calling themselves Zapatistas, their 
battle cry was "Ya Basta" - "Enough is 
Enough". An extraordinary popular uprising, 
which was to help change the landscape of 
global resistance, had begun. Using a jungle 
battered laptop computer and 
intermediaries to get the discs to an internet 
connected computer, the Zapatistas were 
able to bypass the media censorship of the 
Mexican state and communicate directly. 
People everywhere soon of the uprising. 

These masked rebels, from poverty stricken 
communities, were not only demanding that 
their own land and lives be given back, 
neither were they just asking for international 
support and solidarity; they were talking about 
neo-liberalism, about the "death sentence that 
NAFTA and otherfree trade agreement 
would impose on indigenous people. They 
were demanding the dissolution of power 
while encouraging others all overthe world to 
take on the fight against the enclosure of our 
lives by capital. "Don't join us - do it yourself" 
was their message.

you have attended workshops on anti¬ 
globalisation you may be able to rationalise 
why neo-libera I ism sucks ass, and why the 
diversity cf resistance to globalisation is 
something to be celebrated. These anti¬ 
capitalist coalitions see greenies, anarchists, 
indigenous internationalists, socialists, trade 
unionists, communists, animal rights activists 
and those who 'defy' labels, working 
together to take on the evil empire of multi¬ 
nationals, their state puppets, and the 
international mafia rackets of the WEF, 

WTO, World Bank, and the IMF... 

There are lots of reasons why there is this 
resistance! But how? What? Where did this 


THE END OF HISTORY? 
Capitalism had won; many had declared it 
was the end of history - it was November 
1989, the Berlin Wall had justfallen. Travel 
a mere ten years forward in history...It's 
November, the WTO, legislators of global 
capitalism, try to meet in a city reeking of 
teargasand paralysed by tens of thousands 
of demonstrators. A piece of graffiti is 
painted all over Seattle: "Don't forget-We 
are Winning". It was clearthat history had a 
lot further to go. 

Whether you were on the streets of Seattle 
that day dodging the rubber bullets, or 
following the hundreds of bullock carts 
converging on the Narmada dam in India, or 
marching with trade unionists in Manila, or in 
London trapped by the £3 million operation, 
or mocking the stock exchange in Buenos 


ENCUENTRO 

The sense of possibility that this uprising 
gave to millions of people across the globe 
was extraordinary. In 1 996, the Zapatistas, 
with trepidation as they thought no-one 
might come, sent out an e-mail calling for a 
gathering, called an "encuentro" 
(encounter), of international activists and 
intellectuals to meet in specially constructed 
arenas in the Chiapas jungle to discuss 
common tactics, problems and solutions. Six 
thousand people attended, and spent days 
talking and sharing their stories of struggle 
against the common enemy: capitalism. 

This was followed a year later by a 
gathering in Spain, where the idea for the 
construction of a more action focussed 
network, to be named PGA, was hatched by a 
group made up of activists from ten of the 
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PGA pacifika contact details

The group (who became the PGA 
convenors committee, a role that rotates 
every year) drafted a document outlining 
some of the primary objectives and 
organisational principles ot the emerging 
network. It outlined a firm rejection of 
appeals to those in power for reforms to the 
present world order. A support for direct 
action as a means of communities 
reclaiming control over their lives, and an 
organisational philosophy based on 
autonomy and decentralisation. In February 
1998, PGA was born. For the first time ever 
the worlds grassroots were beginning to talk 
and share experiences without the 
mediation of the media or Non 
Governmental Organisations. 

FROM GENEVA TO SEATTLE 
The first gathering of the PGA was held in 
Geneva, Switzerland - HQ of the much 
hated WTO. More than 300 delegates from 
71 countries came to Geneva to share their 
anger over the current phase of the 
capitalist project. Attendee and Tino 
Rangatiratanga advocate Waiariki Grace 
elaborates: "This process moves power from 
the government to the private sector. This 
transfer of power to the private sector 
reduces the role of government, but does 
not inherently challenge the statist world, 
although it does remove much of its 
monopoly power. The aim behind this is to 
reduce restrictions on private enterprises to 
allow them to move factors of production as 
they wish. The key international institutions 
which encapsulate and articulate such ideas 
include, the WTO, Asia Pacific Economic 
Co-operation (APEC), the Asian 
Development Bank, the United Nations, 
World Bank, the IMF, reinforced in different 
areas of the world by their regional offices, 
this is not about people it is about money." 

From the Canadian Postal Workers, and 
Earth First! to anti-nuclear campaigners, to 
French farmers, to indigenous peoples with 
Maori, U'wa and Ogoni peoples, to Korean 
trade unionists, to Reclaim the Streets, to the 
Indigenous Women's Network of North 
America, to Ukrainian radical ecologists...all 
were there to from a "global instrument for 
communication and co-ordination for all 
those fighting against the destruction of 
humanity and the planet by the global 
market, while building up local alternatives 
and people power." 

One of the participants spoke of this 
inspiring event: "It is difficult to describe the 
warmth and the depth of the encounters we 
had here. The globa enemy is relatively well 
known, but the global resistance that it meets 
rarely passes through the filter of the medic.

the personalities, the enthusiastic hospitality 
of the Genevan squatters, the impassioned 
accents of the women and men facing the 
police outside the WTO building, all sealed 
all alliance between us. Scattered around the 


he international network Peoples' 
Global Action, PGA, was formed in 

_February 1998 as a "common 

communication coordination tool for social 
movements". PGA was born out of the 
Encuentros-the international gatherings 
"against neo-liberalism and for humanity" 
instigated by the Zapatistas [see the article 
above). 

According to its convenors, "PGA has 
been one of the principal instigators of the 
new global, radical, anti-capitalist 
movement which today is challenging the 
legitimacy of global governance institutions" 
through global days of action coinciding 
with summits of the international institutions. 

PGA itself has not organise.-: the big 
actions in London, Seattle, Prague, Quebec, 
Gothenburg; Genoa etc.: however, they hove

world again, we will not forget. We remain 
together. This is our common struggle." 

From there PGA networked the Global 
Days of Action against the WTO and G8 in 
May 1998, the June 18th 1999 Global Day 
of Action, Seattle, Prague, Genoa...The 
term "anti-capitalism" became common 
currency in many media reports. 

A NEW WORLD IS POSSIBLE 
The thing about revolutions is that nobody 
knows they are going to happen. A 
revolution, by its nature, hardly seems 
possible before it takes place; but it may 
seem obvious and even inevitable in 
hindsight. But one is sure, revolutionary 
epochs are periods when tyrannical 
institutions lose their legitimacy. They are 
eras of convergence, when apparently 
separate processes collect to form c socially 
explosive crisis. They are moments when 
hope is ignited, the hope that everything can 
be transformed, and transformed quickly. 

They are times when history speeds up.

all been networked through PGA. (In fact, 
most of the above occasions were intended as 
"Global Days of Action", with simultaneous 
protests all over the world. The first global 
day of action against free trade took place 
during the G8 summit in Birmingham and the 
WTO [World Trade Organisation] ministerial 
conference in Geneva, in May '98). 

The "hallmarks" of PGA are: 

" 1. A very clear rejection of the WTO and 
other trade liberalisation agreements (like 
APEC, the EU, NAFTA, etc.) as active 
promoters of o socially and environmentally 
destructive globalisation; 

2. Avery clear rejection of all forms and 
systems of domination and discrimination 
including, but not limited to, patriarchy, 
racism and religious fundamentalism of all 
creeds. We embrace the full dignity of all

analysis: a new international? 













verthe last 3-4 months there has been 
widespread community opposition to 
building an inner city bypass in 
Wellington. Often this has taken the form of 
direct action. The Te Aro inner city bypass is not 
really a bypass at all; it would cut through a 
largely working class community, evicting scores 
of people and demolishing homes - see the last 
Thr@ll for details. Almost everybody in Te Aro 
and surrounding suburbs opposes the bypass; 
thus it is a community issue for which radical 
forms of action get fa r more support than is 
usual. Community based direct action is not a 
last resort, but a necessity in this case. Who 
wants a dirty great slab of bitumen to demolish 
your community? The issue is essentially one of 
community control (or lack of it). 

a summary of direct action 
against the bypass in 2002 
FEB 12: ANTI WCC DEMO 
First evictions along the proposed route. 
Wellington City Council evict two 
properties in Tonks Ave. Anti-Bypass Action 
organised a noisy demo outside Wellington 
City Council offices on the day in response. 
More than 100 people turned up at 
lunchtime to protest the council's actions. 


FEB 24: OCCUPATION 
Activists briefly occupy 274 Cuba St. during the 
Cuba Street carnival. They last a day before

collective "could do without their shop for a 
few days". In response to the direct action 
thwarting Transit's plans to remove occupiers 
and "troublemakers" such as the Freedom 
Shop collective from the proposed route, 
Transit partially backed down in April. They 
re-tenanted three commercial properties and 
one residential property on a month by 
month lease, including 289 Cuba St. 


MARCH 10: GUERRILLA 
GARDENING, BULLER STREET 
Activists from Growing Communities attempt 
to create a third community garden at Buller 
St. This is the third community garden 
created on unused Transit owned land along 
.the proposed bypass route; the other two, 
Tonks Ave. Garden and Kensington 
Gardens, were created last year. 


MAY 1 (MAYDAY): ANTI¬ 
CAPITALISM, RTS PARTY 
The Wellington May Day collective decided to 
make an anti-bypass protest part of May Day 
carnival against capitalism. The reason for this 
wgs that it was decided that the bypass was a 
local issue where we could make a real 
impact, and through direct action highlight the 
undemocratic nature of capitalism in our own 
backyard. From the May Day press release: 

"We want to preserve the Te Aro community 
as a vibrant inner-city suburb of low-cost 
housing for low-income tenants, not have it 
turned into a giant slab of concrete. Working 
class people should be allowed to live in the 
inner city, and not be forced out into the outer 
suburbs.. .The Te Aro bypass is an example of 
capitalism in action. Capitalism is concerned 
more about profit than people, and hence is 
undemocratic. It foists unnecessary projects 
(such as the Wellington inner city bypass) on 
people who do not need it or want it." The 
bypass reflects predominantly the needs of the 
rich, notthe poor. Contractors will pocket big 
bucks ($32 million) if they build the useless 
road. "Mayor Kerry Prendergast has claimed it 
will help her husband's business (Trekkers 
Hotel). As well, big business just wants to be 
able to transport its goods more quickly to and 
from the airport so that it can increase its 
profits. Emma Goldman continues: 'Why 
should a community and many priceless 
historic buildings be destroyed just for the 
needs of the rich?"' 


Getting locked out isn't a problem for the Freedom Shop; 
bolt cutting in action , March 9 


FEB 26: RTS PARTY 
The date for the evictions of tenants from 
about 20 Transit owned properties along the 
proposed route. Members of Anti-Bypass 
Action organised a Reclaim the Streets demo 
in protest. The demo of 300-400 people 
marched from Civic Square to Kensington 
Gardens, where a community garden was 
established last year on unused Transit owned 
land situated on the proposed route. The party 


padlocks are cut off and the shop re-opened. 
Media jostled each other for pictures of the 
bolt-cutting, while the crowd gave rousing 
cheers as each padlock snapped. 
Newspapers screamed "Anarchy was in the 
air"! The shop has remained open since. 

Transit head boss Brian Hassell denied 
that he directed the attempted lock-out; 
however, he was obviously a happy chappy 
when he claimed the Freedom Shop 


at Kensington Gardens lasted into the night. 
Lots of bands played to the large party. Noise 
control officers & firemen (backed up by 
police) put an end to the party at 11 pm. 
Firemen put the bonfire out, and one person 
was arrested for obstructing a fire hose! 


FROM FEB 26: ON-GOING 
OCCUPATIONS 
From Feb 26 on, many tenants refuse to 
leave and remain in occupation of their 
dwellings. Mike Murray, the tenant of 289 
Cuba St., finds himself locked out of his 
home, and so re-enters it, and opens it up for 
a community occupation. From then on 289 
Cuba St. becomes a sort of anti-bypass 
campaign headquarters. The other most 
public occupation is at 272 Cuba St. (the 
Freedom Shop anarchist bookstore). 


MARCH 9: THE LIBERATION 
OF THE FREEDOM SHOP 
The Freedom Shop gets temporarily locked 
out. Chubb Security Guards, acting most 
probably under the directions of Transit, cut 
off the locks to the Freedom Shop and instead 
put their own on. They then broke and 
entered into the shop itself, tearing down 
posters, and placing a trespass notice in the 
window. Activists from the Freedom Shop 
collective and anti-bypass groups hastily 
organise a 50-60 strong demonstration in a

A revealing comment was made by 
the police to the press to justify their eviction: 
in the end, the police have to protect "the 
rights of property owners," Yup, as the armed 
stooges of capitalists, they sure do! 

Update: The bypass is still not destined to proceed. It 
does not have funding approval, and the earliest possible 
date for construction would be late 2002. But direct action 
is the only way we can be assured of stopping this road 
and the gentrification ofTe Aro!

ce crocKed. ~his was quite surreal, and 
mis feeling was enhanced by a solo violin 
performance by one occupier to the 
unwelcome audience while some of them 
searched the building. A lackey from the 
WCC appeared, and gave occupiers five 
minutes to leave. Four or five did. The 
remaining eight were arrested for trespass, 
their chains cut off by bolt cutters. Media 
coverage was extensive. A scathing editorial

for the development of heavy industry, 
gathering people into the cities in me classic 
industrial 'urban drift 1 and suoseque.ntly 
destroying the village system, student power 
was broken, certainly there was resistance 
during these years of tyranny, but for the most 
part the cry was for democracy, for capitalism 
and the free market, [current presiaent] "kirn 
dae-jung is famous for his fightfor human 
rights and againsttyranny. many people 
admire him, but there are the same problems, 
we want other things" (eu-heum). r wasn't 
until the democratisation of the 1990s and the 
spread of internet culture that a new 
generation of korean anarchists emerged. 

"our mouths were ungagged". 

among these younger korean anarchists, 
there is a diversity of opinion about their 
predecessors, one prominent anarchist, 
dopehead zo makes the point that criticism 
shouldn't be levelled without understanding 
the situation anarchists found themselves in. 
"critics don't know about the background or 
the particular korean situation, they had no 
other choice but the nationalist way. when you 
criticise what they did in the colonial period, 
you should also know what they did was good, 
not all nationalism is bad" (dopehead). 

he draws an analogy between tne 
capitalist box we fight within in contemporary 
society and the pervasive nationalism of the 
day: "we make compromises with capitalism 
and in the future people will ask 'wny did you 
compromise?' it's unavoidable; caoitalism is 
the existing condition now and then 
nationalism was the existing condition." 
dopehead's point is well made, we inevitably i 
support capitalism, albeitto c greater or >

one australian anarchist fiona, who 
visited korea last year and became involved 
in anarchist activities disagrees: "i'm not 
altogether sure I agree with this analogy - I 
think the main power of nationalism in 
korea is (and was) that the country has been 
shit upon by imperialists from all directions 
for centuries - nationalism/national self- 
determination could thus be romanticised 
and struggled for...whereas under 
capitalism we aren't making compromises 
because there is such widespread support 
resulting from, for example, centuries of 
communist or fascist dictatorship, the 
analogy would be more logical for 
anarchists fighting communism AND 
capitalism in russia I think.. .they might 
choose to work with anti-communists who 
were also capitalists, lorenzo kom'boa ervin 
makes some interesting points about 
anarchism and national liberation struggles 
in anarchism and the black revolution. 
anarchists support national liberation 
movements to the degree that they struggle 
against a colonial or imperialist power" (p55). 

were the korean anarcho-nationalists 
forced to compromise with nationalism and

contacts and the seoul-based international 
anarchist league (i.a.l contact http:// 
anarclan.net) has taken an active role in 
establishing contads throughout korea and 
internationally, but there comes a point where 
functional group dynamics suffer as a result of 
a lack of personal contact. " we tried to do that 
[maintain a constant organisation], but we 
weren't successful, people think the i.a.l is a 
mailing list" (dopehead). in the past, when i.a.l 
members organised online they would meet 
just before the action and then leave again 
right after it with no chance 1o discuss the 
action in person, this reflects the popularity of 
individualism and the action-centered 
perspective of some of the younger 
anarchists.. .a perspective which is no different 
in my experience than any other scene. 

in korea this dichotomy between young 
and old is especially marked...the older 
anarchists survived because of their lack of 
action and have taken a more academic, 
scholarly approach, this gap between the 
generations and a lack of understanding 
about the history of the movement here has 
lead to a feeling of starting from scratch. 

the level of organising here has been 
pretty loose in the past but it feels like they 
are poised... ready to form a permanent off¬ 
line organisation, what do they see this 
group doing? korean society is really 
hierarchical...aboutage, gender, 
educational background...about everything 
basically, "koreans find it natural and as an 
anarchist i find it, you know, bullshit" 
(dopehead). in terms of overcoming this 
intense socialisation he feels he's on the 
starting line, wanting to learn more about 
anarchism and how to use this knowledge to 
change society, "i think anarchism in korea 
should embrace the workers struggle, there 
is a strong militant workers movement and 
that is a good force against capitalism" 
(dopehead). dope is interested in working 
with left wing progressive groups, 
especially in organising against compulsory 
military service, which forces every young 
man in korea into two years and two 
months of military service, when the police 
responded to the anti-compulsory military 
service (a.c.m.s) website (http://non- 
serviam.org) by shutting it down and 
requesting the protagonists join them for a 
chat, peace and human rights groups, the 
democratic party and the gay and lesbian 
rights federation became involved, calling 
for free and open discussion about the 
issue, "if you want to do something 
revolutionary in korea, you should move 
with the left wing" (dopehead). 

military service maintains a rigid prejudice 
against women in the workplace, there are a 
variety of company benefits which women

i.a.l. "my door to enter anarchism is women 
who are poor, oppressed by men, and 
government or any other ideology, i'm also 
interested in part time job workers" (manic). 

the freeschool for international solidarity 
is another project many anarchists are 
devoting a lot of time to. the freeschool 
aims to open education to anyone 
interested in both teaching and studying, 
hopefully breaking down the rigid 
traditional confucian-based approach to 
education, it offers a wide variety of classes 
including english language through punk 
rock lyrics and human rights issues in korea. 
a lot of work has gone into this project, 
from its inception language barriers have 
been crossed, group dynamics and 
collective process debated, there are 
weekly meetings to thinktank new classes 
and direction and organise the logistics, 
(check out the website at go.to/freeschool). 
"the korean education system is so fucked 
up and elitist...if you have no money you 
can't get an education" (dopehead) and if 
you can, the curriculum is controlled by the 
government, by offering an open and no-cost 
curriculum and encouraging a diverse range 
of learning subjects the freeschool is directly 
challenging state control of education and 
the stranglehold that the rich have on 
learning, this project has been fully supported 
by the 'people's cultural research institute' 
where lee, mun-chang has been working for 
many years, at one point in its life the centre 
was called the 'national cultural research 
institute' which has raised some debate, does 
this reflect a lack of commitment to anarchist 
ideas, or a commitment to the survival of 
these ideas under a series of political and 
military dictatorships? 

now retired, one of lee, mun-changs' 
major goals is to work with young people and 
the freeschool has gone some way towards 
meeting this goal, he is very willing to share 
his knowledge about korean anarchist history, 
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not as an unquestionable account but as an 
individual perspective, in doing so, he hopes 
to encourage the young people to find their 
own turangawaewae, knowing the local 
history of anarchism and moving forward 
from it. he is also involved in research with 
older korean anarchists who continue to 
meet, but work on a more scholarly level than 
their younger counterparts. 

unlike some ear lier actions that seemed 
to reflect the desire to follow international 
trends, both the a.c.m.s campaign and the 
freeschool project are firmly rooted in the 
local situation, everyone i talk to feels like 
now is the time to start expanding, "we 
need more friends, korean especially, we 
need to allot each person a role because 
there's been no organisation, i'm sick of the 
word 'organisation', the left wing have 
overused it" (manic), "i have an anarchist 
mind, i would join a group if it was 
organised" (eu-heum). 

contemporary anarchists are freer to 
engage in an anarchist discourse than their 
predecessors, there is still little tolerance for 
questioning korean nationalism, for example 
the need for compulsory military service, but 
the repression faced by activists is far less life 
threatening in the post-dictatorship era. they 
have more chances to gather information from 
the international movement, but run a greater 
risk of not understanding the need for a 
direction compatible with local circumstances. 

the movement here is still small and runs 
the risk of obscurity which is perhaps why, 
like their historic counterparts, some 
contemporaries are willing to work with 
other non-anarchist activists, developing 
links with the strong trade unions and 
burgeoning feminist movement are a means 
to establishing an anarchist involvement in 
the broader korean activist scene.

Whiie it was deciaec in tne second 
international conference in Bangalore that the 
PGA was an "anti-capitalist networK", this has 
not been exolicitly translated into its nallmarks. 

The convenors' statement for the third 
international PGA conference resolves "to 
fight against oppression, domination and 
destruction, to unmask and abolish the 
institutions and companies that regulate the 
global capitalist regime, to build a broad 
unity based on the respect to difference and 
diversity, and to continue defining, practising 
and spreading local alternatives to take back 
control over our destiny. This hope, that lives 
in the irreverent determination of our ( 
bodies, minds and feelings, can and must 
realise our dreams of self-governance, 
freedom, justice, peace, equity, dignity and 
diversity." These bourgeois ideals are 
strikingly similar to those lyricised by 
Subcomandante Marcos [of the Zapatistas], 

A critique of the PGA on the level of ideas is 
insufficient, but is the practice of the social 
movements (in the industrialising countries) 
and what some have labelled the "new r 
social movements" (in the industrialised 
countries) radically different? 

The social basis of the PGA, roughly 
speaking, is two-fold and apparently 
contradictory: on the one hand large social 
movements from "the South" such as the 
Brazilian landless movement Movimento 
Sem Terra or Indian peasant organisation 
KRRS; on the other hand, from "the North", 
an assortment of sympathisers of these 
movements, non-aligned leftists, anarchists, 
environmentalists etc. who admit with some 
embarrassment that, at PGA conferences, 
whereas participants from "the South" feel 
they represent tens of hundreds of 
thousands, they themselves (from "the 
North") are quite sure they can only speak 
for themselves, or at a push, their "affinity 
group". Perhaps the closest thing to a mass 
movement in the PGA network in the "the 
North" is the Italian pro-Zapatista network 
Ya Bastal; though another exception to this 
rule is the Canadian Union of Postal Workers 
who have been responsible for the 
international secretariat of PGA. 

Within PGA there is an ideological 
convergence despite mo/er/o/differences.

necessity for peasants in "the South" in the 
face of capitalist development - the defence 
of small-scale production - is adopted as a 
virtue, as a panacea by many activists in the 
material different context of "the North" 
precisely because of a lack of, or rejection of, 
class analysis. This is particularly the case 
within the UK "direct action scene", which, by 
afflicted by a combination of proudhonism 
and third worldism, feels the need to pose 
"positive alternatives to capitalism", such as 
eco-villages, local exchange trading schemes 
and workers' co-ops.”

livelihoods, based on solidarity ana oeaa e s 
needs and noton exploitation and g r eea." 
So not a cenTraiised state-run capiTaiism. 
then. Is this "small is beautiful" style of self¬ 
management of wage-labour? Or 
communism?** We find the answer later on 
le arafr: "Direct links between producers 
: ana consumers in both rural and urban 
areas, loca. currencies, interest free-credit 
schemes ana similar instruments are the 
building blocks for the creation of local, 
sustainable, and self-reliant economies 
based on co-operation and solidarity rather 
than competition and profit". 

Ambivalence towards the state is revealed 
-'•'earlier in the manifesto: "Economic 

globalisation has given birth to new forms of 
accumulation and power. The accumulation 
takes place on a global scale, at increasing 
, speed, controlled by transnational corporations 
and investors. While capital has gone global, 
redistribution policies remain the responsibility 
of national governments, which are unable, 
and most of the times unwilling, to act against 
the interests of transnational capital." 

-- .The PGA web editors report that there 
are suggestions for amendments to the PGA 
manifesto, including "a more critical view of 
the state in the globalisation process". 

” Pierre-Joseph Proudhon was a French socialist 
often critiased by Marx, who established a 
People's Bank offering interest free credit; the 
bank was soon forced into liquidation. [Proudhon 
was also the founder of anarcho-capitalism; he 
believed in a society composed of worker owned 
co-ops which would compete with each other on 
the market. He was a reformist who loathed 
revolutionary class struggle and overall sought to 
recondle, rather than abolish, all classes.] In 
Marx's The Eighteenth Bnjmaire of Louis
